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I. ATLASES AND MAPS 

1 VESPUCCI (Juan). Original Mappemonde in his holograph, 
with his signature and inscription stating that it was 
composed at Seville in 1526. A large roll measuring

Hitherto little has been known of the cartographic 
attainments of Juan Vespucci, but the discovery of .this 
mappemonde brings him at once to the front rank of the 
famous Seville school of map-makers. He was a nephew of 
the famous Amerigo, being the son of Amerigo’s elder 
brother Antonio. The date of his birth is not known but 
the place was most probably Florence, he being once de¬ 
scribed as “ Florentinus.” The first mention of his name 
occurs in a cedula dated May 22nd, 1512, in which he is 
appointed a pilot of the Casa de Contracion ; this was but 
a short while after the death of his uncle Amerigo, which 
took place at Seville in February, 1512, whilst he held the 
position of Pilot-Major of Spain. It was doubtless partly 
owing to his uncle’s reputation that he was first employed 
in an official capacity. 

Soon afterwards, in the same year, he was ordered to 
co-operate with Juan Diaz de Solis in the construction of • 
an official model for sailing charts, an appointment which 
must be taken to mean that he showed great promise as a 
cartographer. 

Peter Martyr in 1514 refers to Juan as “ Magister 
nauclerus,” and again two years later he calls him his 
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familiar friend, and informs us that he was “ a very expert 
maister in the knowledge of his carde, his compasse, and 
the elevation of the pole starre, with all that perteineth 
t her to,” and that “ He hath also made many vyages into 
these eoastes [America], and diligently noted suche thinges ... 
as he hath seene.” 

It was in the former year (1514) that he sailed with 
Pedrarias Davila for Darien, acting as head pilot to the 
expedition, and after his return he is mentioned, in an 
ordinance of August 6th, 1515, as having an annual salary, 
of 10,000 marks granted to him. 

Navarette in his Opusculos tells us that he is named 
in the rolls of the pilots to the King in 1515, 1516, 
and 1519. 

In 1525 he was turned out of office, for what reason is 
unknown, but it cannot have been for incapacity, since in 
the next year he was appointed, with Miguel Garcia, to 
examine pilots in the place of the Pilot-Major, Sebastian 
Cabot, who had sailed in command of an expedition to Brazil. 

Although the many important offices which he filled 
prove that he was held in high esteem among the celebrated 
map-makers of Seville, this is the only specimen of his 
manuscript work that I have been able to trace. The only 
other map on which he is named as the author is an en¬ 
graved world-map, on an equi-distant polar projection, 
measuring less than 15 inches in length. On this is the 
inscription “ Totius Orbis Descriptio . . . Novum Opus 
loanis Vespucci Florentini.” There are two editions of 
this engraved map, the first undated, but probably printed 
.at Venice in 1523, and the second a dated edition of 1524. 

After the date of the map here described no further 
reference has been found about him, and both the place and 
the date of his death are as yet unknown. 

This present map extends from 67 degrees .North to 
55 degrees South. The zero meridian is placed at Ferro 
and the 180th degree transects the Philippines ; these latter 
islands are repeated, being placed at each end of the map. 
Degree divisions are given on the Ferro line and on the 
equator. 

In all plane maps of this period the latitude given is 
fairly correct, but the longitude, especially in the New 
World, is wrong, generally being distorted westwards. 
Thus in this map, although Cape Race in Newfoundland is 
given as 24 degrees west of Ferro (or Greenwich 42° W., 
its actual position being 53° W.), the southernmost point 
of Florida is placed at 69° W. (or Greenwich 87° W.), 
instead of 81° W. of Greenwich, and the most Western part

of the Gulf of Mexico is given as 93° W. (or .111° W. 
Greenwich), instead of at its proper position of 98° W. 
Greenwich. 

Accordingly the coast of America between Florida 
and the eastern point of Newfoundland is made to extend 
over a space of some 45 degrees, instead of the 28 degrees 
which it actually occupies. 


In addition to this longitudinal distortion caused by 
error of reckoning on the part of the discoverers of the lands 
in question, there is another fault which must be laid at the 
door of the cartographer. His method of projection is to 
make every degree of latitude equal, and this of course in 
a flat projection tends to cause further distortion. It was 
not until towards the end of this same century that Mercator 


rectified this fault by drawing his map in the projection of 
increasing latitudes and giving lines of latitude and parallel 
meridians. 


In this map starting from the most northerly point of 
America shown, the coast-line commences approximately 
at the northern end of Newfoundland and extends south¬ 


wards to Cape Race, with the names “ Rrdasgamas,” 
“Y:dofogo,” “C:domaro,’ “ptformoso,” “ Crraso.” Off 
Cape Race, but quite close in, is placed the island “ San Ju° ” 
(in the Weimar map of 1527 it is farther out in the ocean 
and named “y: de Ju esteuez ”). A little to the west of 
Cape Race is the inscription “planafer moso” (sic) ; perhaps 
this applies to the cape itself. From here the coast-line 
runs north-easterly to form what is now known to be the 
entrance to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, but it soon bears 
south again to a point marked “ tra de los bartoas ” (in the 
1527 Weimar map “ tierra de los bretones ”). The land 
then veers westwards and is marked “ tra de los bacallaos,” 
but soon the cartographer’s knowledge fails him, the New 
England States being left entirely blank and no land 
charted till the “ tra nueua de ayllon” marked with a 
Spanish flag is reached. 


It would be thought that since Sebastian Cabot claimed 
to have sailed the whole way along the eastern coast of the 
United States to a point in Florida, even if no details were 
given, at least the continuity of the coast-line would be 
shown. It must however be remembered that even in his 


own time Sebastian Cabot was looked upon by many as an 
impostor. He changed his nationality with singular 
freedom, and even in 1521, when the Livery Companies 
of London were asked by Henry VIII. to contribute 
towards the expense of a western expedition under Cabot, 
their reply was “ And we thynk it were sore avent r to joperd 
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Y shipps w fc men and goods vnto the said Hand vppon the 
singuler trust of one man callyd as we vnderstond 
Sebastyan, whiche Sehastyan as we here say neu r in that land 
hym self, all if he maks reports of many things as he hath 
hard his Father and other men speke in tymes past.’ This 
is a very bold statement to be made in such a public way, 
when, if it were incorrect, evidence could be quickly 
produced to disprove it. At the time this map was 
composed, Sebastian Cabot, though Pilot Major of Spain, 
was away in command of the famous, but comparatively 
ineffective expedition to Brazil, and it seems that in his 
absence Juan Vespucci has purposely ignored all inform¬ 
ation left on record by Cabot, and has relied entirely on 
the data of other navigators. 

In the land of Ayllon the names given run (east to 
west) “c:de sa ma,” “baya de sa ma,” “ C. de trafalgar,” 
etc. as far as the south of Florida, where the compiler’s 
knowledge commences to be more exact and detailed. The 
islands of the West Indies are shown with great complete¬ 
ness. Along the shores of the gulf of Mexico many names 
are given. The city of Mexico itself (called by its native 
name “ temistita ”) is placed in its lake with the three 
causeways leading to it. In the Gulf, near the coast above 
the Tropic of Cancer and well away from Yucatan, is the 
inscription “ha tota tellus appelatu yucatan est q3 locu- 
pletissima auxj earn raperit fr d8 cortes yspania^ regis yusu 
yndigiene sunt ydolatre.” 

On the coast near the present Vera Cruz the Spanish 
flag is again raised. 

Yucatan is given correctly as a peninsula but with a 
very narrow isthmus at its base; in Juan Vespucci’s map 
of 1523 it is given as an island, as it is also in both the 
Weimar map of 1527 and the second Borgian map of 1529, 
showing that opinions as to its presumed insularity were 
still undecided. 

From Yucatan to the Isthmus of Panama the coast is 
very incorrectly given; instead of the bold general direction 
of east, south, and east again, the country is broken up by 
a number of insignificant looking capes and bays, with the 
general direction of south-east. The coast-line of Colombia 
and Venezuela as far as Trinidad is given more correctly 
and the salient features named, but from Trinidad to the 
easternmost point of Brazil, the coast-line has been 
elongated to occupy some 39 degrees instead of the 
27 degrees which it actually covers. This error balances 
the similar mistake pointed out as occurring in the northern 
hemisphere. Guiana is marked' “ costa anegada” with the 
Spanish flag ; the mouth of the Amazon is given with the 
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entrance dotted with islands and named the Rio grande, 
but the Para entry (which is not shown as having any 
connection with the main stream) is called the “ maranon,” 
a confusion of names. 

The flag of Portugal is planted in Brazil, and the 
coastal line runs with approximate exactitude to the Straits 
of Magellan, a few names being inserted in the northern 
part and the Rio de la Plata marked as “ R : de solis,” and 
another name “p: de san Juliano” just north of the 
straits. By the straits is an inscription “ estracho de 
san tan ton q’ descubrio hernando magallanes por mandado 
de sus majestades,’ and the Spanish flag is given in the 
middle of the straits. 

On the western side of South America nothing is’ shown 
with the exception of a small unnamed part in the extreme 
south from which Magellan started the Pacific portion of 
his circumnavigation. 

Of the western side of Central America the land is 
shown westwards from the Bay of Panama (the name 
“panama” is given), to a point almost due south of the 
western limit of the Gulf of Mexico. It is indented with a 
number of deep bays, and in one case, to the south of 
Yucatan, an extensive bay is shown running in a northerly 
direction with its head left blank, as if the compiler had in 
his mind the possibility of interoceanic communication by 
water. 

South of Panama the land is not shown except that, 
in the same longitude as Panama and halfway between 
the equator and the Tropic of Capricorn, appear two small 
islands, one of which is named “ ysola de sanpablo.” 
These may represent the Galapagos placed too far south, 
or it may mean that at some time a ship from Panama was 
blown south and actually sighted a part of the coast of 
Peru, though in that case it would have to be but a short 
view and with a mist obscuring the main range of moun¬ 
tains in the background. With the exception of these 
islands and the two “ ysolas de los ladrones ” the Pacific 
Ocean is left blank till the Philippines are reached. The 
distance between Panama and these last is shown as 110 
degrees instead of the 155 degrees which it should be. 
The Philippine Islands are shown as two large sections of 
land with only a part of the coast line laid down, and a 
large number of smaller islands, with the Spanish flag 
flying on the northernmost. This is given at both the 
eastern and western ends of the map, at the eastern end 
with the inscription stating that they were discovered by 
Magellan on behalf of Charles, King of Castile. 
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The coast of Asia starts a little to the east of Canton, 
the estuary of which is named ‘R. de cantan.’ From this 
to the end of the Malay Peninsula the general lie of the 
land and its main features are given with fair exactness. To 
the south the island 1 timor ’ is given, with the north part 
of ‘ Jaua mayor ’ and the complete island of Sumatra with 
its attendant islets. Both at Malacca and on Sumatra the 
Portuguese flag is placed. Here commences that part of 
• the Old World which had been known and visited by 
Europeans for many years, and though interesting as early 
cartography this part does not possess the extreme interest 
of showing contemporary discoveries. 

Mecca is given with the inscription “la Maca adonde 
sta al cuerda maomet ’ and Mahomet’s standard, a blue 
crescent on a red field. In Abyssinia is a reference to 
Prester John, and the sources of the Nile are shown with 
more practical exactitude than in the maps of the middle 
of the 19th century before the limits of the watershed 
were known. 

The coasts of Africa, Asia Minor, and Europe are given 
in great detail and correctness as far north as Scandinavia 
where proper sense of direction is lost. 

The roll has the carefully emblazoned Royal Arms of 
Spain placed on the North American continent with the 
inscription at the side as follows :— 



Land masses are coloured green, mountains rendered 
pictorially in blue and the smaller inlands in red, blue, or 
gold. Tn South America two large scenes are given, one 
showing a group of native huts with their inhabitants 
engaged in various occupations and the other a forest' scene 
with two men making up a fire and two others fighting. 

In the New World the inland courses of rivers are 
naturally not shown, but in the Old World they are given 
in blue, as are also the Baltic Sea, the Caspian Sea and the 
Persian Gulf. The Red Sea as usual is coloured a bright 
scarlet. Important towns are shown as castles of varying 
size ; and Babylon is rendered as a ruined tower, the upper 
half of which is broken off and is falling to the ground. 

Spain, England, Scotland, and Ireland have their 
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national arms emblazoned on shields, 
fleurs-de-lis are shown on a standard.

oceans eight ships are sailing, four of them Spanish, two 
Portuguese, one without a flag, and one Chinese junk. 

For direction twenty-eight roses of red, blue, and 
gold are given with connecting lines of red, green, and 
black. 


The map is in a good state of preservation with the 
sole exception that a piece some six inches by ten has been 
tom away from the hinterland of Siberia and China. 
This was obviously blank, so this lacuna is quite un¬ 
important.

On the western side of the Atlantic Ocean this map extends from 
Labrador to the point of Brazil and includes the whole of the coast 
line together with the West Indies. The names inscribed on it from 
the north to Florida are as follows : — 

C. de Gamas, Belile, New Land, C. Ras (sic), R. di Canada, C. 

Birton, I: de sabla, I. Rondo, Alus maims (?), garda Hok, C. Kod,

On the eastern side of the Ocean the coast from England to 
Guinea is shown. 


Although undated it seems probable that the map was made 
between the years 1608 and 1612. The first permanent settlement— 
Jamestown—is shown, together with the salient coastal features of the 
country, and the coast-line of the territory included in the Patent of 
the 10th of April, 1606 (from the 34th to the 45th degrees of north 
latitude), is given a different colour from that of the lands north and 
south of it. The Bermudas are here named Birmuda, whereas from 
1611 onwards for a long time they were known as the Summer Islands, 
being called after Sir George Somers, who died there in that year. 
There is no clue as to the authorship of this chart. It was doubtless 
executed for some one interested in the fortunes of the Virginia 
Company, and since it is of a small portable type, wound round a 
wooden roller, it may have been used to spread before the eyes of the 
adventurous to induce them to embark their lives and fortunes in this 


early settlement.

William Hack, of Wapping, circa 1684 650 0 0 

William Hack, who drew the above collection of maps, was a map- 
maker living at the sign of Great Britain and Ireland, near the New 
Stairs at Wapping. He was responsible for a Collection of Original 
Voyages published in 1699, which included an account of the adven¬ 
tures of Captain Bartholomew Sharpe in South America. It was from 
Captain Sharpe that Hack obtained the necessary information for the 
constrnction of this atlas, and a copy of it, inferior in its graphical 
depiction of the coasts and lacking some of the aids to navigation and 
other matte", but slightly more ornate in its decorative finish, was 
presented by Sharpe to Charles II. and is now in the British Museum 
(Sloane MS. 44). 

Sharpe was a member, and for a long time commander, of a party 
of buccaneers who, after capturing and sacking Porto Bello in 1679, 
marched overland to the Pacific and commenced a reign of terror 
during which the name of Englishman became to the inhabitants 
synonymous with that of the evil one. Throughout their path they 
left a trail of ransomed, sacked or burnt towns and dead men. 

Fighting, gambling, and quarrelling among themselves, at times 
living on the fat of the land and at times starving for want of food 
and water, this band of ruffians became practically unconquerable from 
without; their end came from within. By gaming, the accumulated 
treasure had changed hands, leaving many with nothing; death had 
diminished their numbers, making their return advisable, but bickering 
broke out, Sharpe was deposed, and they stayed on. Ill-luck and a 
disastrous repulse followed this step and the Captain was reinstated 
as being a “ safer leader than the other,” but another secession, 
including that of William Dampier and Lionel Wafer, still further 
weakened their force. 

Fortune changed and they captured a Spanish ship, the Rosario, in 
which were pigs of silver to the value of £150,000, but the buccaneers 
mistook the metal for tin and only took one pig on board melting it 
down for bullets. In sacking the Rosario they found a “ great book 
of sea charts and maps ” of the coast of South America, which was 
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BUCCANEER’S ATLAS, continued:— 

doubtless partly used in making the present atlas. After tbis they 
returned round Cape Horn to the West Indies where the party broke 
up. The volume is undated, but it is anterior to the before-mentioned 
Sloane MS. (dated 1684), which was no doubt copied from the 
present MS. They are both by the same hand, and in one place the 
writer in the Sloane copy, after having nearly completed a MS. note, 
has crossed out the last words of a statement he had presumably found 
to be incorrect, and substituted others. 

The first map is a general chart of the whole of the coast from 
Acapulco to the South Atlantic and is of a normal type. The follow¬ 
ing 130 charts, however, are of a pictorial nature; the coast-line is 
laid down as in a plane map, but back from the water’s edge the 
country is rendered as seen from the sea. The mountains and hills 
are given in their natural colours ; towns, churches, bridges, and even 
isolated houses, with all other landmarks of use to navigators, have 
been inserted by the map-maker, and voluminous directions are given 
for the entering of harbours, the avoidance of shoals and rocks, 
distances, together with notices of where ships were wrecked, where 
Sawkins (one of Sharpe’s colleagues) was killed, etc. 

Apart from the great geographical interest of this volume is the 
fact that it belonged at one time to the South Sea Company. With it 
is a letter dated Dec. 3rd, 1711, from William Hill of Lincoln’s Inn 
to James Bateman (an official of the Company) in which he speaks of 
it as a “ large, laborious, Ornamentall Guilt booke of mine with a redd 
Cover in yo r Office att Broadstreete called the South Sea Waggoner, 
full of Curious Mapps & Platts of ye South Seas being ye long experi¬ 
ences of ye Famous Bucanere Capt Barth Sharpe . . . ye sd Booke 
composed & depicted by one Capt Wm Hack deed, of whome I about 
18 yeares agoe purchased the sd booke And pd him 70£ for ye same 
As I can make out upon Oath And by a Rect in writing. The booke 
hath been preserved with great care And is as Fresh as when first made 
And I hope may be of great use & value to yo r Hono ble Company.” 
The writer goes on to say that he is confined in the Poultry Comptor 
for a debt of about £30 and asks if the book could be purchased for 
the Company’s use. This was apparently done, since the initials of 
the Company are stamped on the upper cover. Doubtless this volume 
played an important part in the beguilement of the public during the 
rise of that great speculative failure the South Sea Bubble.

Of the present series of maps which were issued with the view of making some of 
the most valuable source materials available to students of the period of discovery in 
America only a very limited edition has been printed, of which only a few copies 
have come to Europe. The edition is now entirely out of print and there has not 
been a copy in the market for some years. 

Considering the great value and special interest that attaches to the earliest 
manuscript maps of America, faithful reproductions of the same are quite indispens¬ 
able for the study of the history of the discovery, particularly as most of the facsimiles 
hitherto issued are either not reproduced by photographic process, and therefore not 
absolutely reliable, or not in the size of the originals, and for this reason incomplete 
or lacking in details. The present excellent photographs answer in every respect 
even the highest demands, and for the purpose of the student and collector replace 
entirely, not omitting the colours in the case of No. 10, the unique originals. 

The series comprises: 

1. The Cantino Map (Carta da navigar per le Isole novamente trovato in le parte de 

l’lndia) 1502. 15 sheets each 380 x 480 mm. in size. Next to the Juan de la 
Cosa map the oldest known cartographical document on America. It records 
the discoveries of the third voyage of Columbus (1498), of the voyages of Hojeda 
to Venezuela (1499), of Cabral to Brazil (1500), and of Corte-Reals to Newfound¬ 
land (1501).

An admirably scientific work, which may be regarded as almost exhaustive of the 
subject. Jomard and Santarem might be said to have produced an imperfect first 
volume of an Illustrated History of Cartography treating irregularly upon the 
manuscript sources; Nordenskiold’s atlas might be called the complete second 
volume dealing with the entire printed or engraved material. It is indispensable as 
furnishing by far the best apparatus for studying the growth of geographical science, 
and the gradual enlargement of knowledge with regard to the surface of the globe.

It seems highly probable that this map was made either by, or else 
tinder the direction of, a survivor of Magellan’s ill-fated though 
successful circumnavigation. 

In the western portion of the map the mainland and the islands of 
Sumatra, Java, etc.—the parts then well-known to the Portuguese— 
are shown with comparative correctness and detail, but with the 
eastern portion only those islands actually visited by the expedition 
are given, and even then, the unseen backs of the larger islands are 
either left blank or filled in apparently by surmise or from native 
information. 

The object of Magellan’s Voyage was of course to find a trade 
route to the Spice Islands (or Moluccas) by the way of the western 
hemisphere, which had been allocated to Spain by the decree of 
Alexander VI. and the subsequent treaty of Tordesillas. The 
Spaniards found that by this arrangement they were unable to 
participate in the lucrative trade to these islands since the only known 
way there led through the Portuguese half of the world. Hence the 
proposals of Magellan to find a western path were immediately accepted 
by Charles V. 

The map is of the usual type of sea-chart of the early sixteenth 
century, with red, black, and green direction lines radiating from 
several points. It extends from Bengal eastwards to beyond the 
Philippines and southwards to the uncharted area beyond Timor. 

The Philippines themselves are marked “ arcipelego de Fa L’azaro,” 
and on Zebu is the inscription “ Cubo a q' matara ho magalhnes.” In 
the Moluccas the only names given are “ maluco,” “tidore,” and 
“ternate.” Westwards from these latter the sea is left blank as far 
as Borneo with the exception of a small, unfinished portion of land 
• which may represent a part of Celebes.

This celebrated edition is the first in which the two maps of 
American interest known as the “ Hydrographia ” and “ the Admiral’s 
Map ” were printed. These maps were prepared for the press in 1507 
according to the statement made by the editors Eszler and Ubelin. 

They were probably taken to Lorraine at the same time as the French 
text of Vespucci’s four letters which were printed in the Cosmo- 
graphia of 1507.

Very rare. The Tabula Terre Nove is the famous “ Admiral's Map ” or Hydro- 
graphic Portugaise, considered by some to have been the actual work of Columbus, by 
others of Cabral, by others of Vespucci; but most probably by the first of the three. 

This and the mappemonde which precedes it (“ Orbis typus vniversalis iuxta hydro- 
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PTOLEMAEUS, continued :— 

graphorum tradifcionem,” in which the New World is also represented) were published 
for the first time in 1513 at Strassburg, and appear for the second time, impressed 
from the original blocks, in the re-issue of 1520. Not only may the Ptolemy of 
1513-20 be said to contain the Emtio Pbinceps of the Admiral’s Map, but it would 
even be correct to describe it as the only edition of that map, since all the later 
reproductions, except of course modem facsimiles, follow the Ptolemy of 1522. 

The 47 maps are made up as follows : 1, The map of Lorraine, which was the 
first map of the Duchy, executed by the editors as an expression of gratitude to the 
Duke Ren6 for his having obtained and presented to them the two Columbus maps ;

The maps are the same as those in the edition of 1522. The last sheet is the 
famous map signed by L. F. (Laurentius Frisius) dated 1522, and entitled “ Obbis 
typu8 universalis,” which bears the name “ America.” This map is not anew one, 
but simply a reproduction of one in the Ptolemy of 1513, with the name America 
added. The discovery of Columbus is described on the sheet numbered 28, and the 
two inner pages of that sheet contain a map of America, or rather of the Western 
Ocean and Terra Nova, with the Islands. Again, the last map but one, which 
represents Gronlandia et Russia, is really a map of the Eastern Hemisphere, but also 
contains portions of the America coasts.

Extremely rare first edition. It is a book of grand and sumptuous 
appearance, printed in very large Gotbic type with 32 lines to the page. This woik 
revolutionised the science of navigation, and was the first to point out the deflexion 
of the needle. The date at which it was written appears in some of the passages of 
the earlier part of the book as 1545, but a few years probably elapsed before the 
author could finish it and get it ready for the press. 

The instructions for map-making are not the least interesting part of the text, 
and would be found useful by many persons who are unable to understand the 
principle of the wind-roses and rhumb-lines which cover the surface of old 
hydrographic charts. But even here the acute intelligence of Cortes indicated the 
defects of the plane system long before Mercator.

It seems probable that this volume, belonging 
to the “ wizard ” Earl of Northumberland and concerning mathematics 
and voyaging, formed part of the library which the Earl had with 
him during his imprisonment in the Tower.

A copy of Hakluyt’s Voyages with the celebrated map usually 
attributed to Emerie Molyneux (or Mollineux) is one of the rarest 
treasures of old geographical literature. Of the few known (about 16) 

I believe that only one exists in private hands in Europe and two in 
America, all the others being in public libraries. 

The map claims interest mainly for two reasons. In the first 
place, it was the first map of the world engraved in England on 
Edward Wright’s (Mercator) projection. Wright explained the 
principles of the projection in his Certaine Errors in Navigation printed 
in 1599. Now, although the execution of this map has been generally 
assigned to Molyneux, it is not known with certainty that it wa9 his 
work, though it is very probable that both he and Wright, who were 
friends of Hakluyt, were concerned in its production. The ascription 
to Molyneux is based upon Hakluyt’s statement at the close of his 
address to the reader in his first edition (15S9) : “ I have contented 
my selfe with inserting into the workeone of the bestgenerall mappes 
of the world onely, vntill the comming out of a very large and most 
exact terrestriall Globe, collected and reformed according to the 
newest, secretest, and latest discoueries, both Spanish, Portugall, 
and English, composed by M. Emmerie Mollineux of Lambeth, a rare 
Gentleman in his profession. . . .” Here there is reference to 
Molyneux as a globe- not a map-maker. The globe to which Hakluyt 
referred appeared in 1592, and the only specimen now known is pre¬ 
served in the library of the Middle Temple. 

Hallam in his Introduction to the Literature of Europe very justly 
terms it “ the best map of the sixteenth century.” It manifests in its 
fullest form the geographical science of the close of that century, and 
is far superior to any of the maps in Ortelius (1588), from the mappe- 
monde of which the map described in Hakluyt’s address as “ one of 
the best generall mappes of the world ” wa3 re-engraved. The latter, 
which also appeared in the English edition of Linschoten’s travels, 
has no original value or interest. 

I have stated above that there are two main features of interest in 
this map. The second is that it is no doubt referred to by Shakespeare 
in Twelfth Night , which was first produced in February 1601-2. In 
Actiii, Scene 2, Maria says ofMalvolio: “Hedoes smile his face in to more 
lynes then is in the new Mappe, with the augmentation of the Indies.” 

This is one of the copies having the inscription in the lower left- 
hand portion relating to Sir Francis Drake’s voyage through the Straits 
of Magellan in 1577. 

The excessive rarity of this Wright-Molyneux map is to be accounted 
for by the probability that seamen carried the copies away with them, 
and teachers of navigation had them placed upon boards or walls.

Some people look upon the Rome edition as the first, some consider that the 
Cologne edition came before it. We are told in the Art de Verifier les Dates that the 
year in Cologne in the earlier part of the sixteenth century, began for ecclesiastical 
pin-poses at Christmas; but that the civil and “court” practice was to begin it at 
Easter. Consequently the printer of the Imperial Secretary’s letter would have 
regarded as “January 1523” the month which we should call January 1524. In 
that case the Rome edition would have preceded by two months the Cologne issue; 
otherwise the Cologne edition must have preceded the Roman one by ten months. 

The existence of an edition printed ten months earlier in Cologne would render absurd 
the Pope’s mandate that no one should reprint anywhere else this particular book, or 
any other First Edition produced by Calvus. 

The Cologne edition has not only the date of the writing, October 24th, 1522, 
which is omitted by Calvus, but is generally better punctuated and more correctly 
printed. It has, for instance, on its fourth page duo hi reges, which is better than 
the duo ii reges of the Roman ; likewise puta Mexandri sexti instead of puto. On the 
other hand, the allusion to the city of Mexico as Themistitan is better than the 
Tenostican of the Cologne' book; while the phrase auctor circa rerum fidem quam 
elegantiam sermonis accuratior is evidently an intentional but questionably beneficial 
change made by the Cologne editor for the elegantid of the Roman edition. A better 
change is from illuc to Mine, and venirent to venerint, a little lower down. It seems 
quite plain that the Cologne edition was revised by a scholar either from an 
independent transcript, or from Calvi’s edition; while the Roman one was printed 
verbally from the transcript of the original sent to Calvi about November, 1522, by 
Francesco Cheregati, then Papal legate at Niirnberg. 

• Notwithstanding all arguments to the contrary, however, the world will probably 
continue to believe in the priority of the Cologne edition. There was no copy of 
either in Mr. Barlow’s collection: he had to content himself with the 1524 Roman 
reprint.

During a residence of five years in 
Paris, where, at the invitation of Francis I, he filled the chair of Hebrew in the 
university, he visited the Low Countries and England, receiving attention from Henry 
VIII and becoming intimate with Erasmus and More. His polyglot psalter, though 
ill-received at the time, is “ a great monument of his learning, perseverance, and 
devotion.” He had originally intended to print the entire Bible in the five languages, 
but lack of support caused him to abandon his purpose. 

In a collection of Americana the book is indispensable, as it contains a 
highly important biographical notice of Columbus, the earliest printed up to that 
time (ten years after the navigator’s death). It occurs as a note to Psalm xix, Coeli 
ennarant, and occupies the margins of four and a half pages, beginning on C^. 
The discovery of America is described, and it contains details of great interest 
nowhere else related so fully.

It was written to contradict certain reports that Penn had died in America, 
professing the Roman Catholic faith. The latter lie is refuted in detail, and in 
proof of his being alive abstracts of his first letters from America, written since the 
supposed date of his death, are given. The following extracts show their interest: 

“ The City of Philadelphia is laid out and begun, and many pretty Houses are 
run up of late upon the River and. backwards, that do very well. An House for 
W. Penn is a Building, whose Family, that went with him, are all come safe ; and 
Entertainment for all beyond expectation, and to their content. The Air is 
exceeding clear and sweet, the Food good and plentiful, and as pleasing as one can 
eat. There is also good Malt Drink: In fine, the Country is without Exception 
. . . The Indians they saw ; the men were strong and Tall, the Women comely, as 
some Gipsies are in England; the Children very pretty; they all wear some 
Clothes, and some of them wear Broggs.” 

“From West-River, Mary-land, Decemb. 16. 1682. he writes, That an Assembly 
was held at Chester alias Upland, where New-Castle was annex’d to Pennsilvania: 

The Foraigners were Naturaliz’d, and all the Laws past were agreed upon in 
England, and more fully worded . . . This done, they Adjourn’d; and W. Penn 
took his Journey for Mary-land, where he was kindly received by the Lord 
Baltemore . . . They Treated at one Col. Taylors, about setling the bounds 
between their Provinces ...”

In the dedicatory epistle to the “ Company of the Virginian and Sommer-Iland 
Plantations,” M.S. (initials which most probably represent Michael Sparke the 
publisher of the pamphlet) says : “ The reasons why this long obscured Off-spring of 
Charity claimes your worthy particular Patronage, diuide themselues into a Tricotomie. 

The first reason is drawne from the supposed parent, whose industrious scrutiny to 
the vast wombe of the Ocean, describes these two Lands, now Cities of refuge for 
poore impouerished persons. For his sake therefore, whose wisedome liues crowned 
with the Garland of Fame, though his bodie he burled in the Sepulcher of Obliuion, 
protect this his poore extant issue. The second Reason, proceedes from the remarke- 
able note of Christianity, which is Charity . . . The third Reason, yssues from your 
continued and dayly exercise in the relapse of mean •and decaying persons, by trans¬ 
porting of them to a Land, where they haue Come which they sowed not, Vines which 
they planted not, and plenty which some of them deserued not. Since therefore, so 
many haue felt the reuiuing heate of the Sunne-beames of your Charity, whose very 
intrals blesse you ; amongst the multitude of these, let this tonguelesse Orphant be 
one, that by its birth into the World, though it cannot speake, it may proue your 
praise.

At the Treaty of Utrecht a large portion of the territory now in¬ 
cluded in the State of Maine and hitherto under French influence, 
passed definitely into the hands of the British, and all subjects of the 
King of France who had settled became British with the exception of 
those who left the couutry within the space of one year from the date 
of the Treaty. Those who remained were for a long time a thorn in 
the Bide of the governing power, and in 1721 the Massachusetts 
authorities attempted to arrest Father Ralle, a Jesuit missionary at 
Norrigewock in Maine, on the charge of inciting the Indians to acts of 
hostility. This failed and in the middle of 1722 war broke out 
involving all the Indian Tribes north of the Kennebec. The Indians, 
secretly aided by the French, fought stubbornly until 1725, during 
which time the lives of many colonists were lost. 

The above document, which is headed “ The Submission and Agree¬ 
ment of the Delegates of the Eastern Indians,” has on one side the 
terms of the Treaty together with a statement of the fact that it was 
made in the presence of the Great and General Court of the Province 
of Massachusetts Bay, with Capt. John Giles, Capt. Samuel Jordain, 
and Capt. Joseph Bain as sworn interpreters. On the other side are 
the signatures of Thomas Berry and eighteen other colonial officials 
and the names and marks of Woosszarraboomett, Chief Sachem, and 
five others, for the Wowenocks ; Awaywomett, and fourteen others for 
the Assaguntacooks; and Maxus, Chief Sachem, and nine others for 
the Norrigwoocks. 

This agreement was signed at “ Falmouth in Canso (Casco) Bay ” 
on July 21st, 1727. A former owner has noted that he found the deed 
in an old trunk in a lumber room full of dirt and cobwebs at Halifax, 
and states that after cleaning it he wrote over part of it to make it 
more legible. Fortunately no important part of the document has 
thus been treated, the marks of the Indians being in a very fine condition. 

It is now becoming almost impossible to obtain signatures of those 
aborigines of the North-Eastern States, who fought so fearlessly, but 
hopelessly, against the tide of settlers armed with the weapons of 
civilization.

“ Gentle Reader : The whole volume of the Nauigations of the French 
nation into the West Indies . . . was brought to mee, to be trans¬ 
lated, by M. Richard Hackluyt, a man, who for his worthy, and 
profitable labours, is well knowen to most men of worth, not onely of 
this kingdome, but also of forrain parts : and by him this part was 
selected; and chosen from the whole worke, for the particular vse of 
this Nation ... it was thought needlesse to translate more then con- 
cerneth that which adioyneth to Virginia ...”

The reduction of Louisburg, at that time the strongest fortress on the coast of 
North America, by a New England force, was a military event which excited the 
admiration and praise of British contemporaries; nevertheless little seems to be 
known of the short occupation which ensued before it was handed back to the 
French. Among other documents contained in this collection are lists giving the 
names of New England artificers and workmen, and it seems highly probable that 
these men formed part of the besieging force and that after the capitulation they 
remained in their civil capacity for the purpose of repairing and improving the 
fortifications.

The early history of Maine oonsists of one long series of dogged attempts at 
settlements in the face of furious opposition on the part of the Indians, who were in 
many cases assisted by the French. 

This legal report gives detailed information with regard to these settlements 
together with the names of the grantees and associates. The case arose through the 
petitions of Sir Bibye Lake Bt. and others, and Samuel Waldo on behalf of Elisha 
Cooke and others. The preamble gives the terms of the Massachusetts Charter 
which concern this territory, then follows a history of the various grants and settle¬ 
ments at Pemaquid and on the two rivers. Although included in their Charter, the 
Province of Massachusetts Bay, on account of existing heavy military expenses, could 
not defend these northern lands, and it was a moot point as to whether their right had 
been parted with by neglect, or whether since the territory had been conquered by 
■the French and their allies, that by that conquest their right was null and void. 

There was also a certain confusion of grants and purchases from the Indians which 
is here given in extenso. The petitioner Samuel Waldo, on whom had devolved the 
original Beauchamp grant, associated himself in 1719 with 29 others, many of them 
bearing well-known New England names, for the settlement and improvement of his 
land, but he and also Sir Bibye Lake’s party were stopped by Colonel Dunbar, the 
Surveyor General of His Majesty’s Woods in Amerioa, who had been ordered from 
England to settle a number of protestants of Ireland and the Palatinate on the 
disputed tract. Col. Dunbar agreed to suspend operations and to refer the matter to 
England. The case was then thoroughly thrashed out, with the result that the 
petitioners gained the day. The report was signed on August 11th, 1731; this is a 
contemporary copy compared and examined with the original by Carleton Hayward, 
the Attorney General’s Clerk, and Davie Theakston, signed by the latter.

This important list gives the names and particulars of all ships trading in 
Maryland during this period. The particulars include the name of the ship, the 
home port, where built, the build of the ship, tonnage, number of guns, master’s 
name, date when entered, whether bond was given in the plantations or in England, 
in the latter case the date, from what) port, weight of goods, when cleared, and 
whither bound. Among the names of the ships mentioned are those of the 
Mayflower and the Speedwell. The details given for the Mayflower are:—Home 
port, London; English built; Square Sterned; 150 tons; 8 guns; John Burford, 
master; Date when entered (? date of arrival in the colony) April 6th. 1692; 
Certificate of bond given in England Nov. 30th. 1691: Arrival from Southton 
(? Southampton); Cargo 160 hogsheads (? of tobacco); When cleared June 21st. 1692; 
Bound for London. The tonnage of the Mayflower of the Pilgrim Fathers is supposed 
to be about 180 tons and it seems possible that this is the same vessel. In the case 
of the Speedwell the tonnage is given as 50 tons ; the vessel which turned back from 
the eventful voyage is supposed to have been about 60 tons. This list includes not 
only the ships sailing to and from England but also the intercolonial shipping. 
Among the names of the masters is that of William Penn, but I am unable to trace 
any connection or relationship with William Penn the founder of Pennsylvania. The 
list is endorsed ‘ Bee 25 Apr 11 . 1694 fr5 My Ld Baltemore.’

Maryland has few colonial records for the period from 1688 to 1692, and the 
history of the State being practically a blank for this time, a document of this nature 
sheds a light on events. John Payne was His Majesty’s Collector for the Potuxent 
District of Maryland.. The revolution in England leading to the accession of William 
and Mary had its counterpart in America, and although it is not definitely so stated, 
there is no reason to doubt that the murder of John Payne, which was done by 
“ Papists ”, was one of the incidents of the revolution. 

The large number of names mentioned gives this volume a high interest to the 
antiquary and genealogist; the record contains the names of the sixteen members of 
the Grand Inquest, the twelve members of the Jury at the trial, the witnesses, 
Justices, etc. 

The trial took place before the Chief Justice of the Provincial Court of Maryland, 
Nehemiah Blakiston and Colonel Henry Jowle, Thomas Tenth, Doctor John Brooke, 
John Addison and Robert Mason, Justices. The charge was that Major Nicholas 
Sewall late of Calvert County, Maryland, Gentleman, John Woodrock of St. Marys 
County, Gentleman, George Mason of Calvert County, Labourer, William Burleigh of 
St. Marys County, Carpenter, William Aylwood of Somerset County, Gentleman, and 
other popish confederates unknown, did on the 3rd of January, 1689, at Potuxent 
River in Calvert County “ with one Gun charged with powder and two loaden Bulletts 
of the value of One pound sterling” mortally wound John Payne in the breast 
whereupon he ‘ ‘ imediately dyed. ” 

The charge against Major Sewall seems to have been dropped, and at the trial on 
the 23rd of April 1691, Woodrock, Mason, and Burleigh were found guilty, and 
Aylwood (or Aylward) not guilty. The three guilty parties were sentenced to be 
hanged, but after conviction Woodrock confessed to having been the sole perpetrator 
of the crime. The other two were however kept in prison until a pardon should be 
obtained from the King. When the new Governor, Sir Lionel Copley, arrived at the 
Colony, he was supposed to forward the prisoners’ petition for the Royal Pardon, but 
apparently this was not done, since the petition was placed before the Assembly of 
Maryland on Sept. 27th. 1694. They decided on Oct. 10th. that the trial was correct 
and the Justices properly appointed, and resolved to ask the Attorneys of the town if 
the prisoners could be allowed bail pending the Royal decision. They met again on 
the 17th. and were advised that bail could be given under the circumstances, provided 
that good surety was given. The next day Charles Carroll and John Evans, 
Gentlemen, gave the required sureties until His Majesty’s decision was known, the 
bail was accepted, and presumably the long-detained prisoners released.

This important collection was made by William Blathwayt probably during his 
tenure of the office of Commissioner of Trade (1696-1706). The volume is labelled 
on the back “ Plantations and Fishery,” though it contains but little matter dealing 
with the later subject. 

The period covered, from 1689-1702, is one which is of the greatest interest to 
the historian, since it was about then that the people of the eastern seaboard of 
North America, after a long period of tentative settlements, destructive Indian Wars 
and mal-administrations, at last began to realize the necessity of local self- 
government. The arrest and imprisonment of Sir Edmund Andros by the citizens 
of Boston in 1689, the way in which their demands were subsequently granted, and 
the dawning knowledge that the help (or as many thought the interference) of the 
mother country was no longer required, all led to an era of construction and 
consolidation of local administrative bodies and the birth of the school of colonial 
thought which resulted in the American Revolution some eighty years afterwards.

First edition ; it is extremely rare and apparently unmentioned by any biblio¬ 
grapher. I have been unable to trace any other copy of this quarto edition. The 
octavo, though rare, is fairly well known (a copy fetched $125 in the Crane sale last 
year) but it is certain that the quarto preceded it. It seems probable that this edition 
consisted of only a few copies pulled off for the use of parties concerned in the Walpole 
Grant and that when it was found that the general public were interested in the case 
it was reprinted in octavo form. The proof of the precedence of the quarto lies in 
the fact that a footnote “Vide pg. 47 ” has been reprinted without alteration in the 
octavo, but since the pagination is different this reference should have been changed 
as it only applies to the quarto. Another point is that in the octavo the matter is 
compressed, there are no blank leaves, and the table of “ Quit Rents ” at the end is 
distorted to get matter which fits a quarto page into an octavo one. 

Collation : B—I 4 (I 4 blank). There is no title, and apparently none was issued. 

The report at the commencement of the volume was written by Lord Hillsborough 
and is dated April 15th. 1722. Franklin then took the matter up and wrote a reply 
here given as “ Observations on, and Answers to, the foregoing Report.” His reason¬ 
ings were entirely successful when the case came before the Privy Council on July 1 st. 
1722 and the appeal went against the Commissioners of the Board of Trade. On this 
the responsible official Lord Hillsborough resigned from the ministry since' the 
decision was against his favourite idea of confining the British Colonies to within a 
boundary line extending from the Hudson to the Mississippi. Although the supporters 
of the Walpole Grant won the day, little was done with the project, the outbreak of 
the War of Independence being partly the cause. With the volume are two con¬ 
temporary letters bearing on the case, one written in the third person, from 
Thomas Walpole to the Earl of Marchmont, presenting this copy of the Report.

The whole account of Columbus is most interest¬ 
ing, and the story of the Spanish Pilot on his deathbed revealing to 
his benefactor the existence of America is placed beyond a doubt, as 
it is narrated as a fact obtained from Columbus himself.

Earlier in the tract Stucley says of Raleigh: “ For he hauing a Commission, to 
goe into those parts of America, vnpossessed by any Christian Prince in league with 
your Maiestie, and no where else, either to plant or trade, hee made his designe for 
the Riuer of Oreonoque, where he knew the Subiedts of the King of Spaine were 
already planted, which, as he confessed vnder his hand to your Maiestie, hee concealed 
from you; and this vnder pretence of his gold Mine, which he did apparently to this 
end, to breake the League, and to imbroyle the two States.” 

This copy formerly belonged to James Spedding the editor of Bacon. It has 
his signature on the blank leaf, and numerous pencil notes by him in the margins.

Common fame reports 
that they have invaded St. Thome (a Spanish town), sacking and burning it. All 
subjects are to give any information they have bn the subject to the Privy Council.” 
The proclamation is dated from Greenwich 9 June [1618].

Any one who wishes to learn exactly 
how much was known in 1529 of the earth’s surface must have this facsimile. No 
other means can procure him what he wants, since even if it were possible easily to 
get facsimiles of some of the other charts of the period, there is not one so full and 
so correct as this Ribero map of 1529. 

At the foot of the map the escutcheon of Pope Julius II (Rovere) is printed. 
To the left a shield quartering Rovere and Chigi. On the right the Chigi arms. 

As Alexander VII was a Chigi he probably gave the map to St. Peter’s.

P It E F A C E 

The early efforts of the pioneers of the Printing Press, that great force which 
originated in the middle of the fifteenth century and which has had a greater 
influence upon the progress of mankind than anything (with one exception) which 
preceded it or has yet followed it, have a widespread interest for us all, bat the 
illustration of the printed book by means of the printed picture—the grafting of an 
old art upon the new—has always appealed to me with especial force. It is more 
than interesting to observe the points of resemblance and of difference between the 
new form of book and the old, and to see how the limited skill of the artisan, the 
wood-block cutter, fettered and bound the efforts of the book-artist who had long 
before come to the height of hi9 powers in the Illuminated Manuscript. 

Several early illustrated books from most of the European countries had already 
found their way in haphazard selection to the shelves of my bookcase when the 
writings of Mr. A. W. Pollard showed me the special merits of the Italian woodcuts, 
and after a fair amount of success had already rewarded my efforts in their 
acquisition the sale-catalogue of the wonderful collection of books belonging to 
Mr. ft. C. Fisher appeared. This was obviously an opportunity to be made the 
most of, and I was fortunate enough to rescue them at the eleventh hour from the 
perils of the auction by persuading the owner to sell them en bloc —a proceeding 
which I fear was not very pleasing to other collectors. 

Many volumes have since been added until the collection is, for a small one, 
fairly representative of the artistic productions of the early Italian presses, and it 
seemed as though a fully illustrated catalogue not only would be justified but might 
be useful, as representing in one volume the progress of the art daring its early 
years, and the direction it assumed in the different towns. Appealing to the 
unconscious godfather of my collection I was sufficiently fortunate to enlist his 
interest and to get the advantage of his unrivalled knowledge in the compilation of 
the present volume. This he has made much more than a mere catalogue, and 
I would like to tender to Mr. Pollard the best thanks not only of myself, but of all 
into whose hands this book may come, for the illuminating interest of liis description 
and notes.
